MOVE TO HALT RESTITUTION 


From our 


The “ Protective Association of Vic- 
tims of the Restitution Laws —-an 
organisation composed of former Nazis 
who have been forced to return property 
taken from Jews under the Hitler régime 
—has asked the Austrian Catholic 
hierarchy to intervene against the restitu- 
tion laws which, it says, “are carried 
out against innocent victims in the spirit 
of retribution laid down in the Talmud. 

In a letter addressed to a recent con- 
ference of Austrian bishops in Vienna, 
the Association says thai the Austrian 
people, as good Catholics, accepted the 
new régime in 1938 “in the spirit of 


the word of God and im accordance with 
the orders of its Church hierarchy.” 
Therefore, i had regarded the organs 
of the new régime as the lawful repre- 
sentatives of the legal State adminisira- 
tion. 

In thus discreetly reminding the Catho- 
lic Church of us own atutude during the 
Nazi régime and implying that the 
Church, to say the least, had sriently con- 
doned the forceful expropriation of Jews. 
the former Nazis hope to enlist its sym- 
pathy in thew fight to prevent the restitu- 
tion of Jewish property. 

All neo-Nazi papers here made great 
play of the letter, while other papers re- 
printed it without comment.

Ii was always more difficult to hea! 
than to wound, said Dr. Eliash, but he 
hoped that the process oF healing would 
proceed at a ereater speed so that states- 
men and phitosophers would look upon 
Israel as an integrated model ‘of society 
and a real asset to the prosperity of the 
Middle East and to the world 


Israel's Problems 


There was a tendency he said, to expect 
results (oo quickly from the State of Israe! 
The problems of the influx of the Jewrsh 
exiles into Israel and the continued threa! 
of the Arab Armies must be borne m 
mind.

Tribute to Mr. Stein 


He paid tribute to Mr. Stein's ten years 
Presidency of the A.J.A.. particularly 
after its “ divorce” in 1943 from the 
Joint Commitiee of Foreign Affairs with 
the Board of Deputies. 

“I do not think.” said. Lord Justice 
Cohen. “that anyone wil! deny that im 
this connection we were the innocent 
party. This separation has vastly added 
to the burden of Mr. Stein's duties 

“But in one respect his burden has 
been lightened. He has always been a 
Zionist and has had: the difficult task of 
reconciling Zionist and anti-Zionist forces 
in the Association. With the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, these difficul- 
ties have disappeared.” 

If all Jewish statesmen, he declared, 
showed that wisdom and understanding 
which Dr. Eliash had shown that even- 
ing, they would all feel great confidence in 
the future of the State of Israel.

UNIVERSITY NEEDS 
£740,000 


Anglo-Jewry to Raise 
£100,000 


By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter 


The Hebrew University needs £740,000 
in the coming year, and “ Friends of the 
University “ im this country agreed at a 
conference held at the Park Lane Hotel, 
London, last week, to try wo raise 
£100,000 as their contribution. 

Professor Norman Bentwich. who pre- 
sided. said that their aim im the year 
which was just ending was to make an 
assured contribution to gencral 
budget of the University of £50,000, in 
addition to special contributions. 

The Hebrew University was the Jewish 
people's Mos! imporiant possession from 
the point of view of ts atlachment to 
Jewish life and Jewish thought, declared 
Professor S$. Brodetsky. lt was for this 
reason, he added, that the Board of 
Governors had decided noi to change 
the name of the University, as had been 
suggested. 

erusaliem. he said. would be famous 
in the world of chemisiry when the 
International Congress of Chemists 
thought wt worth while to hold its 
Congress in Jerusalem, because chemistry 
in Jerusalem was worthy of notice by the 
chemists of the worid: and the same was 
true of any other subject. 


nderstanding their Neighbours 

A University. he went on. made its 
place in the world if the imecrease in 
knowledge produced by the University 
made an impression on the human race. 

The University of Jerusalem. Dr. 
Brodetsky continued, must have a strong 
department dealing with Jewish know- 
ledge and with Arabic and al! Middle 
Eastern subjects. Oriental art. and all 
those things which went towards creating 
an understanding of the life of them- 
selves and their ne ghbours. 

They needed «a Faculty of Law for the 
benef of the State. he said. The estab- 
lishment of the beginnings of the Medica! 
School a few weeks ago was one of the 
most deveclopmenis of the 
Universily. 

Dr. Walter Zander, the Secretary of 
“ The Frends.” said that their task was 
not only to raise money bul also to. give 
special service to the University. 

Professor Beniw:ch said tha! the budget 
of the University for the cursent year was 
about half a million pounds. by far the 
greater part of which had to be coniri- 
buted by the Societies of Friends of the 
University in a few countries. 

The budec: for the coming vear. he 
went on, was £740,000. the imcrease 
being largely due to the opening of new 
schools. 

Dr. Alec Lerner. Chaitman of the 
Management Commitice of 
Friends,” said that the University was the 
world centre of Jewish learning and the 
repository of the great reputation and of 
the high traditions of Jewish scholarship. 

He outlined plans for the coming cam- 
paign, and after a discussion. in which 
Professor Samson Wright took part. it 


was agreed to adopt a target of £100,000 


for the coming vear. Of this amount. 
£50.000 was to be in covenants. . 


HAIM YASSKY CHAIR AT 
HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


The memory of the tate Dr. Haim 
Yassky, Director of the Hadassah Medi- 
cal Organisation, who lost his life in the 
convoy disaster on the road to Mount 
Scopus last year, will be perpetuated at 
the Hebrew University-Hadassah Medical 
School, where a Chair of Social Medicine 
is to be established in his name. 

Hadassah is contributine $60,000 
(t15,000) towards the establishment of 
the Chair. while the Hebrew University 
will provide for its maintenance. 


SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN 
ISRAEL 


The formation of a Jewish Association 
for the Advancement of Science in Israel 
was recently foreshadowed by the Premier. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, at the first meeting of 
the newly-established Research Council 
of Israel. The Research Council is to 
co-ordinate research and the advancement 
of science in the country, and its aim will 
be to increase scientific man-power by 
training local personnel as well as by 
bringing im scientists from abroad. 

As a first step in this direction. the 
Council is preparing a world-wide 
scientific register. 

Patwa, as an. organisation of Zionist 
professional and technical workers in 
this country, has been asked to aid the 
Research Council in this task and has 
already established a register for submis- 
sion to the Council.

ZIONISM IN THE UNITED 
STATES 


Dr. Goldmann’s Analysis

The internal Zionist. siuation in 
America. the progress of the United 
Palestine Appea!l,.and the general politi- 
cal situation were described by Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, a member of the 
Jewish Agency Executive, at a Press con- 
ference at 77, Great Russell Street, Lon- 
don, W.C.1, on Tuesday. 

Dr. Goldmann welcomed the agree- 
ment between the new administration of 
the Z.0.A. and the old pongrnetive group. 
There was now. he said, full co-operation 
between the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency in America and the new Zionist 
adminrsiration’ in that country. As far 
as the future supreme jurisdiction over 
Zionist funds collected in America was 
concerned. the dissentients had agreed to 
abide by the decision of the next Zionist 
Congress, to be held in Jerusalem. 

The U.P.A. was facing two maim 
difficulties this year, he went on. The 
economic situation in the US. was 
deteriorating, and there was also a grow- 
ing tendency to reduce contributions for 
overseas purposes. including Israel, in 
favour of local needs. Dr. Goldmann 
estimated this year’s U.P.A. would yield 
berween IS per cent and 20 per cent less 
than last year. 


Differences between U.S. and Israel 
As regards the general political situa- 
tion, Dr. Goldmann said that there were 
three questions on which the State De- 
partment and the Israeli Government did 
not see eye to eye: on the Arab refugees ; 
on the frontiers of Israel—Israel did not 
accept the “ compensating principle ” : 
and on the internationalisation of Jerusa- 
lem—in this connection, he said, the 
Catholic Church was putting colossal 
pressure on the State Department. 

Immigration into Israel, Dr. Goldmann 
said, was slowing down of its own accord. 
Only a trickle was now coming in from 
Eastern Europe. The D.P. camps would 
be emptied so far as immigration to 
Israel was concerned by the end of 
August. The only large immigration that 
could now be expected was from Tripoli- 
tania and Libya. 

There was, he added, a potentially 
large number of young people who would 
‘go to Israel from both North and South 
America, but they had to be educated, 
trained, and organised. Private investors 
were at present also few. because they 
were awaiting a more stable economy in 
Israel.

NOTABLE OCCASION 


Loep Pakennam’s speech at the 75th anni- 
versary dinner, on Monday, of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, important though it is 
as a personal affirmation, acquires additional 
emphasis from the fact that he spoke as a 
member himself of a “ minority ~ (he is an 
Irishman and a Roman Catholic) and 
especially as a Minister of the Crown, with 
the express authority of the Government 
behind him. In his “ minority ~ capacity, as 
he asserted, he can go some way towards 
understanding the position and feclings of 
Jews over their various problems, and he has 
the additional advantage of having spent !2 
months, when he was Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, in charge of German 
affairs. Wt is quite evident, from Lorp 
PaKeENHAM’'S Comments, that the Government 
have given a good deal of consideration lately 
to the two main subjects which have exercised 
—@nd in some cases caused conflict in-— 
Jewish minds, and they are anxious, as far 
as they can, to resolve whatever conflicts 
there may be. The first question is the old 
one of anti-Semitism : the second ts the new 
situation created by the establishment of the 
State of Israel 

As far as anti-Semitism is concerned, if 
is reassuring to know that the Government, in 
the old and proud British tradition, sct ther 
face firmly against it and that they believe. 
in the striking phrase of the speaker, that 
“ anti-Semitism is the ultimate offence against 
decency.’ If the Home. Secretary, Mr. 
Cuuter Eve, had been able to be present 
(unfortunately, Parliamentary duties kept him 
from attending the dinner), he might have 
expanded on this theme, as the Minister of 
Civil Aviation mentioned, but it remains.true 
to say that when people everywhere recognise 
the force of Lorp Pakennam’s brief refer- 
ence, it will be a happier day indeed for man- 
kind. it it an tronic commentary on 
present-day conditions, however, that a 
Minister of the Crown should have felt com- 
pelied to state that “it was the intention of 
H.M. Government that British Jews should 
continue to enjoy full liberties in. equal 
measure with other citizens “-—-a statement 
of policy that by now Jews might have 
thought would be taken as axiomatic. 

Although the Minister's direct references 
to Israel were perforce confined to a deser- 
ved tribute to Dr. Ertasn. the Israeli Minister 
to Great Britain. and to an expression of 
good will towards the new State, there is no 
doubt that in his other utterances there was 
a reflection of the Crovernment’s uneasiness 
at the falling away in sympathy among Jews, 
includine so many British Jews, for the 
Britwsh Government § pomt of view on recent 
events in the Muiddle East Criticism of the 
Government is undoubtedly the right of any 
citizen, be he Jew or Gentile, and there ts 
no doubt that the Government have done 
many thines in their handling of the Palestine 
situation that have called for, and received, 
the most vigorous criticism-—and not only 
from Jews. There are two aspects, it would 
seem, however, of the qualms felt by the 
C;overnment on this matter: the one. inter- 
nal. concerning the attitude of those Jews 
who. though citizens of this country. have 
not yet realised the legal and logical mmph- 
cations of the setting up of the Israel: State: 
and the other, external. the hatred for Britain 
fas commented on in another page by Dr 
still expressed hy so Many 
of the inhabitants of Israel. Lorn Paxen- 
Ham reminded Jewish citizens indirectly of 
the first of these aspects, and it 1s. indeed. a 
subject on which the Chairman at the dinner. 
Mr. Stein, President of the A.J.A. 
has frequently and courageously spoken. It 
cannot be too ofien reiterated that the 
responsibility for Israel rests with the Israelis. 
and that Jewish citizens of other countries. 
however sympathetic they are to Israeli wel- 
fare and aspirations, must respect. that 
position for their own and the Israelis’ sakes. 
With regard to the unfortunate continuance 
of the anti-British feeling in Israel. and 
among Jews im other places also. the 
solution is not simply one for the Jews. 
Britain should also examine its own con- 
science and make a sustained effort to pro- 
mote the friendship which is in the interests 
of both countries and which at heart the 
majority of the Israelis. seek. 


The hand of friendship, in this connection, 
was gracefully extended by Dr. Extasn when 
he responded to the toast of “ The Visitors 
and acknowledged the debt of gratitude which 
Israel owed to Britain for the apprenticeship 
the Jews had undergone under the British 
Administration. Dr. Eviasn took the oppor- 
tunity also of referring to the A.J.A.s own 
fine work in the Middle East, particularly in 
the educational field, and the still wider field 
which awaited its services under the new con- 
ditions. It might be added that the ficld for 
service is equally wide at home, where the 
community is torn with dissensions. The 
time could not be more opportune for the 
A.J.A.to make its influence felt in the Anglo- 
Jewish community. 


MIXED CLUBS 


THE question of “ mixed ~ clubs——by which in 
this context is meant Jewish youth clubs that 
admit non-Jewish members—is again raised 
in our columns this week in an article by our 
special correspondent on page 13. Nor ts 
the question confined only to London, for 
the current issue of the local monthly jour- 
nal, the Liverroot Jewisu Gazette, records 


a sudden burst of criticism in that city over. 


the very same point. It has long been a 
thorny problem, and one that raises many 
widely differing and apparently irreconcil- 
able arguments In the first place, it ts 
undoubtedly true that Jews, throughout the 
centuries the victims of intolerance, should 
be the last themselves to encourage it—to 
sponsor a nmumerus clausus or, worse still, a 
complete ban against their non-Jewish 


 fellow-countrymen. On the other hand, 


what can be the meaning of the word 
“ Jewish © yn the name of a club if member- 
ship is to be open to those who do not 
profess our faith ? The argument has been 
advanced that a“ Jewish “ club should accept 
for membership anybody, whatever his reli- 
gion or origin, who sincerely adheres to the 
aim for which the club strives. Even if this 
be the case, surely the principal object of 
a Jewish club must be to increase and deepen 
Jewish consciousness, and it is difficult to see 
how any non-Jew can seriously subscribe 
to that:-aim. But even if this argument be 
overlooked, 1s support of an organisation 
really a sufficient qualification for member- 
ship? It is perfectly possible for a Christian 
pacifist to adhere wholeheartedly to the pro- 
gramme of the Association of Jewish Ex- 
Service Men and Women, ‘but he would 
clearly not be eligible. in the terms of its 
title and constitution, for membership of 
that body 


The claim that membership of Jewish 
clubs by non-Jews has sometimes been of 
advantage may well be conceded. There 
was a case in the recent. war of a former 
member of a Jewish club who. when he was 
a sergeant pilot’ in the Royal Air Force, 
wrote to the club manager to say that one 
of the happiest memories of his life would 
always be the Friday night services at the 
club, although he was not a Jew—a fact 
that until then nobody had suspected... Here, 
doubtless. was an instance in which. the 
admission of a non-lew to Jewish club life 
was mutually beneficial. But it is-to be 
doubted whether this reaction is general. 
The Jewish club has no raison d€étre 
unless if is in the full sense of the 
word Jewish. This is a truth that the 
Curer has frequently reiterated: and 
that his words have not gone unheeded is 
witnessed by the fact that the Hackney 
Associated Clubs, as reported on page 16 
of this issue, have announced that they 
“ want to be Jewish again ~ and to cease to 
be inter-denominational. 

There are without doubt many activities 
in which Jews and Christians can co-operate 
with benefit to both. There are youth clubs, 
not based on any particular religious de- 
nomination, which Jews and Christians may 
and very properly do jom. The National 
Association of Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs and 
other bodies make adequate arrangements 
for inter-club activities. There are various 
organisations specifically for Jews and Chris- 
tians which do excellent work so long as they 
respect each other's differences rather than 
claim an artificial religious identity. But a 
Jewish club, which incorporates its nature in 
its tithe, is assuredly for Jews. To throw 
open its doors to the stranger and receive 
him as an honoured guest may occasionally 
be of benefit, but the risks of disharmony 
involved by admitting him as a permanent 
member might easily outweigh the advantages. 
Not for the sake of easy good-fellowship 
must we imperil our ancient heritage 


TAMMUZ 20 


Since Herzi's death, in 1904, it has been 
customary for thousands of Jews and Zionist 
representatives from many countries to assemble 
in the “ Cottage “ district of Vienna on Tammuz 
20. Thenee they would march in procession 
through the “ Hochschul Strasse ~ to the Doeb- 
linger Cemetery—-to Herzi's grave. There were 
no speeches (such was Herzi's wish) and this 
tribute was all the more solemn and impressive 
for its silence. On either side of Herzi's grave 
were ranged members of students’ organisations, 
Kadimah, Ivria, Libanonia, Emmunah, Macca- 
baea, etc.. as a guard of honour. With the 
growth of the Zionist Organisation after the first 
World War, representatives of the Zionist 
parties also took their place by the side of the 
students. At the end of the second World War, 
the students were gone, and im their place stood 
D.P.s, soldiers of the Jewish Brigade and 
members of Hagana, and Zionist leaders. When 
the Nazis were in power, the yearly pilgrimage 
to HERZL'S grave was suspended, but immediately 
after the liberation, the few remaining Jews who 
had managed to conceal themselves in Austria 
made their way to the cemetery to convince 
themselves that Herzi's grave had not been 
desecrated. Tammuz 20 has always been con- 
sidered a “ National” day by Zionists every- 
where, and on this day special meetings have 
been called in commemoration of Herzt. the 
author of “ The Jewish State.” the founder of 
the Zionist Organisation, the convener of the 


Zionist Congress, and the creator of modern, 
Zionism. Yet there was a time, not so long ago, 


when even some Zionist leaders did not believe 
in the consummation in their day of HERZL's 
Zionism or of the Jewish State. At that 
time, Tammuz 20 was a meaningless for- 
mality-—-merely a dutiful homage. But with the 
creation of the State of Israe! came a reawvaken- 
ing of veneration for this great historic figure. 
The Jewish people of to-day recognise in him the 
true creator of the modern State of Israel. With- 
out Herzt no Jewish State would exist to-day. 
And this year will be the last in which Jews will 
make the pilgrimage to the Doeblinger Cemetery 
on Tammuz 20. For in a few weeks the bodies 
of Herzt and his parents will have been trans- 
ferred from Vienna to Jerusacim. Here. on a 
specially chosen site, the highest in Jerusalem, 
with a magnificent. view of the hills and the 
plains of Israel, they will be reinterred. And 
on the next Tammuz 20. the Jews will cease to 
turn their thoughts towards the Doeblinger 
Cemetery, but instead towards the heart of Israel 
Jerusalem. 


ANGLO-JEWISH ALIYAH 


Ir ts just twenty years since the foundation of 
Habonim, the Zionist youth movement in Britain. 
which, in addition to modelling itself on the 
famous Scout movement, has consciously incul- 
cated the Zionist ideal into its members. and 
encouraged agricultural training. so that some of 
these voung people, at least. would be encour- 
aged to join the Yishuv in Eretz Yisrael as 
chalutzim. Furthermore, this occasion coincides 
with the first anniversary of the sending of a 
number of English Habonim., with a sprinkling of 
Australians and French and some European 
refugees, to Mansura, a strategic spot on the 
Israeli-Syrian border, situated near Lake Hula. 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE has always stressed the 
need, now being universally recognised, that, 
with vastly-increasing immigration to Israel from 
the more backward countries. there should be a 
leavening of Western lews who can be of inestim- 
able value in helping the country to progress on 
modern lines. There will therefore be much 
interest also in the fact (reported on another page) 
that, Mr. Sot Temkin, now in charge of the 
leraeli office of the Zionist Federation. has out- 
lined, while on a visit to this country, a new 
scheme for middle-class Anglo-Jewish tmmigra- 
tion to Israel, which is to be more fuilv discussed 
at a conference of those interested next Sunday. 
The idea may have much to recommend it. For 
too long Israel has been a country to which only 
poor chalutzim and wealthy capitalists could 
emigrate with a reasonable chance of speed) 
integration into the economy. A stiffening of 
immi¢crants from the middle classes—-that much- 
abused but vitally important section of the 
community—-might well provide steadvine 
influence tn Israeli political and commercial life 


JUDISCHE WISSENSCHAFT 


luty 9 was the centenary of the birth of 
Marcus Brann. who was one of the last 
masters of the “Judische Wissenschaft” in 
Germany, and plaved a notable part for fifty 
vears in the teaching and writing of Jewish 
histor BRANN. who came from a rabbinical 
famty. was a student at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary and the Univers'ty of Breslau. His 
teachers included Fraenket, and 
Rernays and he was the successor of Graetz 
as the Professor of History at the Seminary. 
His own work on Jewish hictory was in a more 
limited field than that of his master. It was 
concerned with the story of the Jews in the 
German Reich, ancient. medieval. and modern. 
His “Judaea Germanica™ was a kind of 
encyclopedia of all the Jewish communities :; 
and when he was for a few vears Rabbi in 
Press, he wrote the “History of the Jews in 
Silesia.” There, too, he wrote a popular history 
of the Jews and their literature. which had a 
great vogue, and was translated into both 
Russian and Hebrew. He was the moving spirit 


of a society for the furtherance of the “ Science 
of Judaism”; and revived, with his friend 
Davip KAUFMANN, of Budapest, the “ Monats- 
schrift fir Geschichte und Wissenschaft des 
Judentums,” which was devoted to that science 
Among his pupils at the Seminary were the late 
Professor ELspoGen, who was the author of a 
popular history of the Jews in modern times - 
and Professor GUTTMANN, who holds the chair of 
Jewish Philosophy at the Hebrew Universit, 
of Jerusalem. BRANN was not only a scholar 
He took an active part in the organisation of 
the community. He was the founder. and for 
many years the Chairman, of the Society for 
Jewisb Teachers in Germany. With English 
Jewry he had many scholarly ties: and he was 
invited to come to Jews’ College in London 
and lecture in 1912. Among his close friends 
were Professor Bucuiter, Haham Dr. Gasrer. 
and ArTHUR FRANKLIN. He was one of the 
last of a long line of Jewish scholars starting 
with ZUNz, who for a century gave the primacy 
in Jewish learning to German Jewry. His 
Seminary and all the other institutes of Jewish 
learning in Germany have been destroved. But 
the history remains. 


HYPERSENSITIVE 


Our columns constantly bear witness to the 
extreme irritability shown by many of our 
communal workers at any criticism, however 
mild, of their activities. Particularly is this the 
case with those highly praiseworthy individuals 
who give their services without any financial! 
return and who look, perhaps not unnaturally. 
for some reward in the shape of praise or 
adulation. Nor are they, as a rule. disappointed 
in their expectation. Annual meetings and 
similar gatherings frequently resolve themselves 
into orgies of back-scratching: everybody must 
speak, and everybody must be drenched in the 
most fulsome flattery. As the organ of Anglo 
Jewry, it ts our duty. to record these occasions:

that communal affairs are not invariably con 
ducted with the maximum of efficiency or that 
certain of the actions of some of our workers 
are not wholly advisable. And then the fat is 
m the fire! The unpaid worker seems to 
labour under the delusion that he is above 
criticism, that because he takes no money for 
his labours anything this side idolatry is to be 
regarded as lese-majesty.. We cannot admit this 
claim. People who, of their own free will. occupy 
positions in the public eye must expect to be 
criticised : indeed, affairs would soon come to a 
sorry pass if they were not. In particular. those 
who present “the Jewish case™ to non-Jews 
must expect to have their activities closely 
scrutinised For to present the Jewish case 
with less than the maximum of efficiency 1s to 
throw that case sway. That. clearly. is to 
damage the entire community: the community 
is closely concerned in the matter. and has 
an. mahenable right to express its views, 
whether those views be welcome or unwelcome 
to individuals.’ Members of Parliament are 
subject to constant and vigorous criticism by 


“their constituents. and were. so even before they 


were paid for their work. Those who claim 
to represent the Jewish people must also learn 
to tolerate criticism, and to take the rough with 
the smooth. Let them not worry: the votes of 
thanks will be forthcoming in due course. 


EXCESS OF ZEAL 


THe brief story. from Haifa. in another 
column. of the Sabbath Guardians who 
smashed up a barber shop which opened on 
Friday evening tempts the imagination to fill 
in details. Two men were. we are told. found 
guilty of damauze and of causing a disturbance 
and were imprisoned for a week. But. one 
asks. was the attack made actually on the 
evening in question’? What were the specific 
tonsorial operations that were disturbed” 
Were customers left half-shaved. half-shorn. 
or half-shampooed, and the barber's comments 
on the Knesset cut short? Important though 
these activities of a hairdresser may be, they 
are, of course, not quite as urgent as the work 
of firemen, yet we recently recorded that while 
rescuing two Sifrei Torah from a synagogue 
that was burning in Mea Shearim. firemen were 
stoned by members of the “ Naturei Karta.” a 
group of fanatical opponents of Sabbath pro- 
fanation. Somehow or other. this zeal for 
Sabbath observance, creditable as it must 
generally be regarded, has been allied in the 
news with situations that are piquant if not 
amusing. Last week, when reporting the new 
Sabbath observance regulations passed by the 
Haifa municipality. our correspondent stated 
that they provided for “soft music” to be 
played in cafés on Saturday afternoon: that 
on Friday nights gramophone records may be 
played; and that dancing either to ~ soft 
music” or to records is permitted. By-laws 
affecting bus and other services on the Sabbath 
seem: to vary from city to city, but a Bill is 
being prepared by the Israeli Ministry of Justice 
as a means of ending local anomalies. The 
Sabbath problem will undoubtedly prove one 
of the toughest in the stabilising of the Jewish 
State. Meanwhile, such is the perversity of 
human nature, it is very doubtful whether 
people who take the law into thei: own hands 
—and in so doing manage to break the law 
they seek to uphold—will persuade _ the 
Sabbath-breakers that that is the way in which 
the problem will be solved.

La Premitre Année d'Israél, by 


JERUSALEM—THE ETERNAL CITY 


ERUSALEM, the Eternal City, has 

suffered many deaths and under- 

gone many birthpangs down the 
ages. The very hills upon which it 
stands and from whose reddish. almost 
flesh-coloured stone its buildings have 
always been quarried, are known to 
have lost their primitive sharp con- 
tours. The city itself has often changed 
its physiognomy and character accord- 
img to the paternity of its different 
peoples and civilisations. 

To-day, ecclesiastics and atheisis, stafes- 
men and strategisis the world over are 
deeply concerned with the future status 
of Jerusalem. They are crying oui for 
the internationalisation of the city, and 
by their attitude have indeed already 
imternauonatised the fifth verse of Psalm 
137, “If I forget thee.

on the banks of Lake Geneva and Lake 
Success. 

Emotional Fervour 

The reason for all this emotiona! fer- 
vour 1s that Jerusalem is a gateway. For 
the faithful of the world’s three great 
Jerusalem siands 
as the supreme symbol! of a gateway to an 
immaculate hereafter. Was HK not from 
Jerusalem, according to the Christian 
dbehef, that Jesus ascended io Heaven ” 
Is it not written in the Koran that 
Mahomet was translated to Paradise from 
Jersuaiem ? As for the Jews. im ther 
minds and hearts Jerusalem has always 
been and will ever remain synonymous 
with redemption, both spiritual and tem 
poral. To this traditional capital of the 
Jewish State and Jewish faith.- through 
the millennia Jews have daily addressed 
their prayers for messianic salvation of 
their tormenied. bodies as well ‘as of then 
souls 

Unfortunaiely. however, Jerusaiem is 
at the same time a much-<covetied ga ic- 
way to the fulfilment of more maieria 
aspirations nourished by the men who 
make history, wage wars, hot-and cold 
piay with frontiers and with the destiny 
of nations.

A position 
may then afise where the Jews, after 
having spent two thousand years in exile 
as the unwanted guests of outlandish 
hosts. will find that in their own 
homeland they have become the un- 
wanted hosts of alien guests. Such a 
development, which would be catastro- 
phic to Israel. is more than probable if 
the thin end of the wedge of power-poli- 
1S implanted in Jerusalem, wrapped in 
a canonical vesiment. 

If the dehcate problems of Jcrusalem 
are to be solved wrth any pretence of 
justice, then the first instance a scru- 
pulously fair boundary line musi be 
drawn between what is sacred and of 
legitimate mierest to the world at large. 
and what is secular and of local concern 
only. It so happens thal to a very great 
extent this border has already en 
traced with barbed wire and iland- 
mines 

On the one side of the barrier lies the 
Old Ciy of Jerusalem containing the 
ancient shrines of Christendom, Islam and 
Judaism Here King Abdullah is at 
present’ master. By military force he 
expelled the Jewish Community from the 
Old City. whither Jews have flocked ‘down 
the centuries. not so much to hive as to 
die and to beat ther brows against the 
Wailing Wall, relic of .their forme

The New City 


On the other side of the barricr hes 
the New City of Jerusalem, quite devoid 


of any anciem shrines. for buriding 
started here only iw the last century 
throa@gh the munificence of Si Moses 


Montefiore. This new towh has an all- 
Jewish population of 100,000 souls. who 
flocked hither. certainly not to die or to 
mourn. but to hve and rebuild their lives 
lt ws true that churches of various de 
nominations have put up modern estab. 
lishmenis whose bells fill ite New City 
with their music: Dut. to claim exira 


any atiemp: to micrnationalise the New 
City of Jerusalem, which compleicly 
secular and completely Jewish, erected 
with Jewish sweat and defended with Jew- 
ish blood. Let no one forge: that its 
total secularity was conceded 
during the long Arab sicge of this Jewish 
town: mnevther the Vatican nor the Unined 
Nations intervened to save it from the 
merciless bombardment to which was 
subjected day and night, week afier week, 
month after month. For the New Cu 
ms mnocent of Holy Places: only Jew 
men, women and children were being 
blown to pieces 

The improvised, tortuous “ Road of 
(Courage that leads from Tel Aviv to the 
herghis of Jerusalem sill litered with 
wrecked Jewish lorries-—-overturned. bul- 
let-riddied. burnt-out——that failed.to break 
through the Arab ring of fire that in turn 
taried (© starve the New City into sub- 
mission To-day thes lifeline. much 
broadened and already well metalied, is 
lined besides black pipes which 
soon. will be carrying uphill adequate 
water-supplies. The Israeli Government 
is determined to preclude any recurrence 
of the pitiful scenes wrinessed a year ago 
in the beleaguered New City. when old 
men. women. and children braved mur- 
derous shell-fire to queue up in the streets 
for a few drops of water. while all able- 
bodied cuizens divided their time round 
the clock between’ manning the froni- 
line barricades and carrying on with their 
essential everyday work 


Rocky Battlefield 


An obliging tani-driver, a Yiddish- 
speaking Sabra. seven of whose brothers 
and sisters had died young of malaria in 
the swamps of Hadera, told us, during 
our leisurely two-hour drive. of the 
bloody battles that had raged trom hori- 
zon to horizon. on the rocky terraced 
hills with occasional trees sharply owl- 
against the velvety sky. and in 
the dark nartow valleys where tresh 
graves are already overgrown with weeds 

Our impromptu guide turned out to be 
a famous Jerusatemic As a garage 
mechame he had succeeded in appropriai- 
ne from the Bruish a small tank—-the 
only one in the armoury of Jewish Jceru 
salem. Mounting a two-pounder gun, t 
had been rushed around from one de- 
fence post to another to make an impres- 
sive noise li comprised, with three 
mortars. the enore Jewish artillery

It was the Sabbath. and our car was 
quickly surrounded by a group of indig- 
ham zealo[s wearing the beards, the side- 
locks. the black silken caportes and the 
fur-trimmed shireimrlech of € Fact- 
ern European rabbis. like phantoms of a 
bygone age: They ignored the driver 5 pro- 
test tha: by their provocative conduct they 
were themselves violating the Sabbath 
Some deep atavist instinct was omp- 
ing me to hail them as long-low ances- 
tors, to fall on thew necks and ewecep with 
joy. to tell them aboul my great-erecat- 
grandmother who quite alone had made 
the pigrimage to m her olf 
age and whose bones must lic in sme 
near-by cemetery: but fortunately | held 
my peace.

SAVING JEWISH TREASURES IN POLAND 


HE Jewish Community in 
Poland. with ‘its hundreds of 
years of tradition, was uprooted 

by the Nazis. who did everything 
possible to destroy all trace of those 
great traditions, the rich multi-coloured 


life of the 600 Jewish communities 
throughout Poland 
Great storchouses of Jewish culture 


were destroyed by the Germians. Al! the 
large Jewish libraries and art muscums 
were at the very beginning of the war 
transported by the invaders from Poland 
to Germany The famous Library of 
Judaica in Warsaw. for example, and the 
Jewish collections in the Polish Nationa! 
Museum, were transferred to Berlin early 
in 1940 


Scrolls Hidden 


The Jews did everything possidic, 
throughout the occupation, fO save as 
much as they could. In the worst days 
of the fighting. despite extreme persona! 
danger, they carried off and hid Scrolls 
of the Law and religious books of all 
kinds. In many cities and towns, the 
last Jews. before they were forced to leave, 
hid the sacred articles collected over cen- 
turies. As a resuk, we have, since the 
end of the war, found Scrolls of the Law, 
books, paintings and other articles hidden 
throughout Poland in attics and cellars 
and even buried underground. 

Let us take Plock, one of the oldest 
Jewish Communities in Poland. The Jews 
were expelled from Plock in 1941. In one 
night, 8,500 men, women, and children 
were driven out of their home town. 
Yet they did not forget even at Such a 
moment their Scrolls and their books. In 
1946, when Jews returned to Plock, a 
large number of sacred books and Scrolls 
of the Law were found hidden in attics. 

Warsaw itself was, of course, before 
the Nazi occupation, the largest Jewish 
Community in Europe. When the Nazis 
arrived, many Jews streamed in.o Warsaw 
from other places, so that from 1939 tll 
1941 the Jewish population of Warsaw 
grew from 325,000 to $00,000. Jews from 
many towns and villages were driven

and herded info Warsaw. They did no 
forget their books. They. brought them 
with them 

In the history of the terrible years of 
Jewish life in Warsaw between 1939 and 
1943. there must be included a special 
chapter devoted to the Jewish books. The 
relizious Jew sat day and fight over his 
Sefer. the educated Jew sat drinking com- 
for; from his Hebrew and Yiddish books 
Amid al! the dangers which surrounded 
them. Jews went on adding to their libra 
rics and the trade im Seforim and books 
flourished in the Warsaw Ghetto. Many 
well-known Yiddish and Hebrew writers 
in the Ghetto earned their living by it 
One of the best-known private book col- 
lections was Elbinger’s in Chiodna Sircet 
This library was transferred to a Pole 
named Nadulsky. now a Proiessor a! 
Warsaw University. He looked after n. 
at the risk of his life, till the Warsaw 
rising in 1944, but during the rising tt was 
burned, with many other treasures 

Many valuable Jewish books and 
objects of art were housed in the build- 
ing of the Warsaw Jewish Community at 
26. Grzybowska Street. Till 1942, 1 was 
under the supervision of Professor Meier 
Balaban. In December 1942, some of us 
a few young pupils and friends of the 
professor, transferred some of the most 
valuable arucles in this collecuon from 
the old building of the Jewish Commu- 
nitv--outside the Ghetio walils--to the 
new offices of the Jewish Counc: in 
Zamenhof Street We hoped that this 
would save them. But during the Ghetto 
rising they were destroyed : 


Ghetto Ruins Searched 


The first thing we did after the libera- 
“on was to search among the ruins of 
the Warsaw Gheito. But we had little 
hope. We had been there during the war 
We had seen the destruction. And we 
could. not have expected anything to 
survive. People know to-day of the great 
historic treasures collected in the Ghetto 
and buried underground by Dr. Ringel- 
hlum and his friends. There were import-

Books in Posen 


From the moment the Central Jewish 
Library opened in Warsaw, it received 
hundreds of letters from Polish imstitu- 
ions and individuals reporting the exist- 
ence of collections of Jewish books in

various parts of the country. Mos 
important was a letter from Professor 
Birkenmayer. of the Polish 


National L brary in Posen. who wrote 
that there were large stores of books in 
Posen. | went to Posen and found a 
wonderful collectron there. 

During the war, ihe Germans had trans- 
ferred to Posen between 70.000 and 80.000 
Jewish rehaious books They had no 
room to store them so they closed some 
of the largest churches and used them to 
store the books. They had been carefully 
arranged, with respect and reverence. | 
asked who had been responsible for this. 
I was told that about one hundred British 
prisoners.of war had sprni many months 
ai this work. The books were. later 
removed to the Central Jewish Library.

Need for Museum 


When 1! saw the wonderful Jewish 
Muscum in Prague the monumen:. of 
generations, | feh that it was hogh time 
to prepare for the establiahmeni of a real 
all-embracing museum for the Jewish 
Community in Poland. 1 aiso felt that 
the Jewish Community in Poland was too 
small to need so many Scrolls of the Law, 
and so many rchgious books, and ! 
thought that it Ps be a good thing to 
transfer some of the treasures to Pales- 
une. When Chief Rabbi Herzog came 
to Poland, he discussed the possibility of 
such a transfer with the Polish Govern- 
ment.

N Sunday I watched the ry es 
sports event that has yet 
organised by Anglo-Jewry-— 
held to celebrate the Golden Jubilee 
year of the Association for Jewish 
Youth.

THE DANGER OF ISOLATION 


By ROBERT WELTSCH 


N important and comprehensive 

analysis of Israels problems 

which was published in Tue 
Tmes on July 7 and 8, does not make 
pleasant reading for an Israeli or for 
any Jew, but we should not simply 
confine our reaction to the usual 
expression of reseniment and indig- 
nation and defensive polemics. This 
article seems to me more serious than 
anything else which has been said 
about Israel's “ pride and prejudice in 
foreign policy because describes 
the mitricacies of Israel's position in 
an area which has always been 
regarded as strategically vital and 
which 1s an indispensable link im the 
global defensive system of the Western 
world. 

The policy of “ neutrality ~ between the 
Western and Eastern bloc, as officially 
proclanmed by the Israch Government, 
is UNQuestionably a very Ingh ideal which 
cannot be challenged on moral grounds. 
On the other hand. « ts only human 
that dialectical propaganda should take 
the hine of lesser resisiance. much 
easier to attack countries where hberaliwm 
and freedom of speech are still deeply 
founded principles than to criticise 
totalitarian countries which violently 
resent even the most resirained form of 
criticism. This situation (for which Israc! 
is not responsible) creates the baffling 
paradox of people using very vehement 
language against the side which does not 
mt back. while carefully restraming thew 
criticism of the other. winch would hit 
back. This is one of the dangerous 
psychological implications of the present 
division of the world. and Jews. every- 
where should realise uu and be very 
cautious ther pronouncements 
Chachamim, tisah'ru bedivreichem 


Hatred of Britain 


In this respect. « must be a matter of 
grave concern that the TIMES correspon- 
dent should state that in Israel! the 
hatred for Britain is rapidly hardening 
into what might well become a tangible 
factor.” If he describes this hatred as 
“often vicious, insidious. and venom- 
ous,” he should in fairness explain some 
of the causes of this deplorable attitude 
such as the shelling of Jerusalem's civihan 
population by what was described as 
British guns of the Britssh-officered Arab

Defaming Mandatory 


On the other hand, Jews everywhere 
are under an obhgation of honour to be 
fair even in difficult carcumstances. There- 
fore, we cannot help bu fee! uncomfort- 
able when the Times correspondent says 
that “ legends are taking root in which the 
Mandate is described as a term of serfdom 
under anti-Semitic despots, and British 
troops are defamed as Gestapo-lke 
sadists.”” 

It is true that this ridiculous myth is 
spreading, especially among the younger 


generation whose memory does noi reach | 


back beyond what they have apparently 


been taught during the war in the tense | 


conspiratorial atmosphere of the “ 
ground.” It has also become the belief of 
a considerable part of American Jewry. 
who apparently needed to be fed with 
some such scare propaganda. It ts amaz- 
ing sometimes to see how far this propa- 
ganda has succeeded. The other day, |

Now there is, of course, no dispute 
about the maddening effect of the un- 
precedented catastro brought about by 
the Nazi terror, but only those who have 
not been in Palestine and have been com- 
pletely misled could speak of “oppression” 
under the Mandate. As a matter of fact, 
Jews in Palestine between the two wars 
enjoyed a degree of liberty which few of 
them had experienced before under other 


he continued— 


régimes in other countries. True, not all 
their wishes were fulfilled and there were 
frequent political conflicts, but even in 

Crsputes there was thal com 
reedom of speech and criticiam the 
Government which to-day is to be found 
m only a few countries Jews were not 
only able to build their national life and cul- 
tural mmstitutions without any interference, 
bui even the secret arming and the political 
preparations for future mdependence 
were not seriously suppressed (as would 
have been the case under any totalitarian 
or sem-toaltanan régime). Open con- 
flict broke owt when the Bevin Govern- 
ment tried to umplement: the 1939 White 
Paper. and from 1946 on the relations 
beiween the Government and the Jews 
were strained. But neither before nor 
after that date was anti-Governamen: 
propaganda of the most extreme charac- 
ter prohrbuied or hampered. If that period 
really appears now (oO many as an “ anti- 
Semitic despotism.” as the Times Corres- 
pondent sagan, then something must be 
wrong im the interpretation of facts 

Not even in the economic sphere could 
the Jews reasonably complain of oppres- 
won. Many businessmen and others (in- 
cluding the Jewish Agency) may have had 
grievances if Malters, some- 
mes justihed, and sometimes not so 
justihed. but where is-the country where 
such grievances do not occur vwis-d-wis 
the trade departments of a Government? 
On the other hand, let us remember that 
Palestine under the Mandate proved

IN GERMANY”

Siaa.—Mr. O.*Lebman, of Oxford, 
need have no misgivings as regards the 
disposal of the libraries and cultural pro- 
perty formerly belonging to Jews in 
Germany and other Continental countries 
—@ task which is now seriously in hand. 

Under the Chairmanship of Dr. Cecil 
Roth, the Committee on Restoration of 
Continental Jewish Museums, Libraries, 
and Archives’ was set up, as far back as 
1943. in London, to deal with the prob- 
lem, under the auspices of the Jewish 
Historical Society of. England, with the 
collaboration and concurrence of the 
Board of Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, the Fnends of the Hebrew 
University, the Association of German 
Refugees, and representatives of refugee 
organisations from Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, France, Holland, and Poland. 
Since then, a number of other organi- 
sations and institutions have joined this 
Cormittece, viz. Jews’ College, the Jew- 
ish Museum, the Wiener Library, the 
Society for Jewish Studies, and the 
Agudas Israel. 

After the establishment of our Com- 
mittee in England. and thanks to our 
initiative, sumilar commiltiees were estab- 
lished in Palestine and in the U.S.A. 
Some two years ago, the Jewish Cultura! 
Reconsiruction Inc. was established in 
New York, on the Board of which the 
main American organisations, as well as 
the Hebrew University and our Com- 
mittee (also the Board of Deputies and 
the A.J.A. for England), are represented. 
An office was set up in Wiesbaden, at 
which one official from each of the three 
countries conducted the 
wor 


Through our Committee and the 


Jewish Cultural Reconstruction Inc. 
only umidentifiable books are being 
allocated and distributed. Our funda- 


mental principle in this work is that we 
regard ourselves solely as custodians. 
Those institutions which receive books 
must sign an undertaking that the books 
will be kept in trust, will not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of, and will be 
returned immediately at the request of 
our Committee or the J.C.R. In this 
connection, our Committee has laid down 
the rule that, after however long an inter- 
val. the former owners may claim any 
volumes to which they can prove their 
ttle. 

All the books received and allocated 
will be recorded in one central catalogue, 
which will also contain the whereabouts 
of these books. This catalogue will be 
available in the office of our Committee 
for anyone who may wish to inspect it.

But everything did not go according to 
plan The Jews were weak and their 
spirit broken by captivity, and when the 
Samaritan Jews offered their help it 
was ungraciwously refused. ‘Things con- 
tinued to go badly. and the news reached 
Susa. the Persian capital. 

In Susa. there hved a distinguished 
Jew named Nehemiah, who had been 
Carned into captivity at a very early age. 
Somewhat after the fashion of Joseph 
hed risen to great importance in the 
court of the Persian monarch. He was 
called the Roval Cup-bearer.

With the kings permission Nehemiah 
was given’ safe conduct on his journey to 
Jerusaiem.

The walls were dilapidated 
and he determined his first task should 
be to rebuild them 

He went to work quickly: and if you 
want to read the detaris of his activity you 
will find them in the book of Nehemiah. 
chapter 3. In spite of enemies who tricd 
to hinder it. the work was done 

Nehemiah took a census of the people 
and established their family trees. And 
now the worship of old was. restored 
Turning to the question of Sabbath. 
Nehemiah found that many people did 
not keep the day of rest but did their 
usual work in the field and even traded 
their wares He put down Sabbath- 
breaking with a strong hand by closing 
the gates of the city during Sabbath and 
merchandise and produce 
rom bemg brought ito the city 

The task which Nehemiah set himself he 
did manfully. He ends his book with the 
plaintive words, “Remember me. for 
good. O God.”
